Space and Books. 


The problem of space is becoming in- 
creasingly troublesome for the modern 
librarian.. There must be a limit to the 
number of his shelves; but there seems 
to be no limit to the number of books, 
magazines and newspapers which is poured 
daily froth the printing-presses, The 
problem is especially serious for those 
famous libraries which are charged with 
the task of preserving everything that is, 
or may become, great or significant in 
the national literature. If everything is 
preserved, the libraries must undergo a 
continual process of enlargement, On the 
other hand, the policy of sélection is full 
of pitfalls; for a book or pamphlet that 
is valueless to-day may be priceless in 
another century. Dr. A. E. Cowley, 
Bodley’s Librarian at Oxford, told the 
Library Association at Cardiff, last week, 
that, when the First Folio of Shakespeare 
was published in 1623, the Bodleian re- 
ceived the copy in sheets and bound it. 
In 1664 the Library received a newer and, 
as it thought, a better edition; and so 
the First Folio was sold—probably for a 
few shillings. All trace of it was lost 
for 240 years, when, in 1905, it was identi- 
fied in a country house; and the Bodleian 
was glad to be able to regain it for £3,000. 
To-day, therefore, the Bodleian gets rid 
of nothing. Whatever it receives is kept 
for all time. Ot course, the vast mafofity 
of libraries cannot follow this counsel of 
perfection. They must pick and choose— 
always with thé haunting fear that they 
are throwing away something which a later 
genération may hold to have been richer 
than al! their tribe.

The Prime 
Minister is generally a rather vivgcious 
speaker and uses gostures freely. Yesterday 
he spoke without gesture of any kind, 
coldly and dispassionately. Every now and 
again he turned to Mr. Chamberlain or to 
Mr. Churchill, to ask if he had phrased a 
sentence correctly, and at the end asked 
them whether there was anything that he 
had left unsaid. It is difficult to say 
what effect his statement will have in cold 
print, but to the Pressmen assembled yes- 
terday it seemed absolutely convincing and 
logical. 1 

When the news of the Allied agreement 
in Paris reached London last night the 
Cabinet Ministers had left Downing street, 
but it is assumed that the Prime Minister 
must have kochen of the agreement before 
he made his statement. The immediate 
situation may be saved, but the centre 
of interest is simply removed to Smyrna. 
Lord Curzon was returning to London to- 
night from Paris, and it is understood 
that an answer from Kemal Pasha is 
looked for to-morrow. Should Kemal 
accept the terms offered for a conference, 
a settlement is already in sight. There 
is, however, one very serious point that 
must not be ignored. The power of Kemal 
Pasha as dictator of Angota depends upon 
his prestige, and there is some doubt 
whether that will be mamtained if he 
agrees to enter into conference with the 
Allies. Consequently, the situation presents 
dangers, not easily apparent except to 
those who knew the situation intimately. 


A NEWSPAPER VIEW. 


Commenting upon the Near East situa- 
tion, the Observer remarks that not since 
1914 has this country passed through 
times more anxious and critical than the 
present. “The flicker of optimism that 
played cver the past week had no rational 
origin more definite than the fact that an 
effort was being made to repair the posi- 
tion in Paris, and that events had not 
committed us to the irremediable. Late 


last evening the first good news came from 


Paris. In the fog of conflicting news and 
confused opinion that has brooded over 
the question of the Straits one concrete 
sign of good hope has appeared. The 
three Allies have succeeded in agreeing 
upon a joint: invitation to the Turks to 
attend a conference. No one will stop to 
look the agreed document too closely in 
the month, or to speculate yet, for 
example, upon the precise nature of the 
gnarantees to be required for the freedom 
of the Straits. The great gain is that 
the week of drift and disunion is ended 
The Allies have agreed, and in agreement 
can hardly be refused. The atmosphere 
of war has given place to the atmosphere 
of conference. .

THE WORKERS’ CLAIMS. 
— — 


The Postmaster-General announces that 
from to-day letters may be posted at 
College Green, Portobello, and Balle- 
bridge, in addition to the Rink, Dublin, 
and arrangements have been made which 
will reduce to normal the delay in tele- 
grams circulating to the six North-Eastern 
counties, Great Britain and abroad. 

Prom the Rink on Saturday 213 bags of 
mails were despatched, while 412 bags 
were received from Great Britain and 
virtually every county in Ireland. 

Contradictory statements are a feature of the 

workers’ strike. In the official state- 
ments of both parties charges and conunter- 
charges of intimidation continue to be made. 
The latest reports indicate that the struggle 
may be a long one. ficial announcements 
state that at some districts, such as Queensa- 
town, Kells, Carrickmacross, and Bailieborough, 
as well as in Dublin, members of the staff have 
returned to duty, while communiqués of the 
Postal Union’s Executive announce accessions to 
the ranks of the strikers. 

The fact remains that telegraphic facilities 
have improved. Owing to the suspension of 
deliveries, many people in the Free State area 
are refraining from posting letters. Conee- 
— the volume of correspondence to be 
galt with, outside that from Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, is relatively email. 

On Saturday the quene at the Dublin Rink 
was smaller than on any previous occasion, but 
the pickets there and at other Post Office 
premises remained on duty. 

Regarding a paragraph, under the bead of 
“Labour's View, in the /rish Times of 
Saturday, the Postal Union's bulletin says: 

It is stated by one of the morning papers 
that our ' action in calling a strike has been a 
subject of criticism’ by Labour parties, and 
the report goes on to announce that only one 
Union took a ballot on the subject. It refrains 
from telling us that over 90 per cent. of those 
balloted declared for a strike, and that im the 
ease of the other Unions, though actual ballot 
papers were not issued, the views of the in- 
dividual members were just as effectively taken, 
and they revealed a practically cent.-per-cent. 
support for a strike. The numbers on strike 
prove this, since there ig no single man or 
* on strike but of big or her own free 
will. 

“There arb, in fact, small classes at work, 
not directly concerned in the public side of the 
Post Office, who have expressed a desire to go 
out, but who have been advised to remain in 
for the present. In any case, from the trade 
union point of view, the right to strike is a 
matter entirely for the Union or Unions 
affected. 


FUNDS FOR STRIKERS. 


Dealing with the subject of financial aid, it 
is stated by the Union's Executive that :— 

“A representative of the [Irish Postal 
Workers’ Union, which was formerly part of an 
Engliech Union, has been to London to receive 
the share of strike pay to the credit of the 
former Irish Branch. His mission has added 
£3,000 to the strike fund, and he brought back, 
in addition, a promise of generous support from 
sources much in sympathy with Irish Labour. 
Woeek-end offers of financial aid are numerous 
and substantial. One middlesized Union is 
giving £150, and promises to augment that 
amount by £100 per week.”

FURTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The following was issued from the Post- 
master-General’s office on Saturday :— 

“ Laat night (Friday) the crose-Channe! wires 
and the main underground cables were cut 
extensively in Dublin, manholes, which had 
heen sealed up before the strike, having been 
lifted for that purpose Before the manholes 
could be lifted it would have been necessary to 
heat and dig out the sealing material, and in 
every case the cables were cut in such a way 
as to make their repair a matter of extreme 
difficulty. Obviously skilled men, familiar with 
the cable lay-out, were responsible. It was the 
strikers’ tribute to the fact that telegraphic 
and telephonic services were steadily improv- 


ing. 

The Post Office last night annqunced that 
during the week-end further additions to the 
staff were reported. The Rink staff was in- 
creased by five, including one established 
officer. At Amiens street Central Telegraph 
Office the stail was increased by three male 
telegraphiste; at Athboy (Navan) all the post- 
men have resumed duty; at Trim four postmen 
have returned: at Hill of Down one postman 
returned; at Kells three postmen returned; at 
Cobh all the members of the indoor staff noti- 
fied their intention of resuming; at Roscommon 
head office two indoor officers and two postmen 
are on duty, and in the rural district all post- 
men except one are on duty; at Carrickma- 
cross all the steff—indoor and outdoor—are on 
duty, and at Bailieborough similar conditions 
obtain. At the sub-offices in Ballinasloe dis- 
trict 80 per cent. of the men are on duty; 
at Ballivor the whole outdoo? staff is on duty; 
at Clara and Moate two indoor officers are on 
duty; at Tullamore one more postmen has re- 
turned; at Portarlington three indoor and one 
outdoor officer are on duty; at Belturbet all 
indoor and outdoor officers are on duty; and 
at Carnew four postmen are on duty. ro- 
turn of two linesmen is also reported, and the 
indoor staffs at Castlerea and Monaghan have 
been inereased. At all the places mentioned 
the services are being well maintained, a 
steps have been taken to extend them. 

It is reported from Kilkenny that five indoor 
officers have been forcibly prevented from re- 
turning to duty. 

The total number of s despatched from 
the Rink, Dublin, on Saturday was 213. ere 
included bags to 75 offices throughout Ireland 
as well as despatches to Great Britain. 

412 bags were received, bei mails from 
Great Britain and from practically every county 
in Ireland. The stations were cleared of all 
mails which arrived, and thousands of letters 
were handed out to callers. 

At Amiens street Central Telegraph Office 
the number of telegrams forwarded on Satur- 
day was 40. The number received for callers 
was 290, and the transmitted 150. 2,500 words 
Press messages were forwarded. 

Over 1,100 telegrams were delivered by mes- 
eengers in and about Dublin, and over 500 were 
transmitted by post to places where telegraphic 
communication is interrupted.

LORD LANSDOWNE'S HOUSE 
WRECKED. i

WANTON DESTRUCTION. 


Lord Lansdowne, in a lengthy letter published 
in 7'Ae T'imes to-day, describes the wrecking of 
his Irish house, Derreen,“ in County Kerry, 
about sizteen miles from Kenmare. He states 
that he has seen a person, upon whose accuracy 
he ean absolutely depend, and who has been 
an eye-witness of the events he describes. The 
house was (I am obliged to use the past tense, 
stays his lordship), well furnished and completely 
equipped. It contained a number of hook and 

ictures, a quantity of excellent furniture and 
men, and innumerable odds and ends, N 
a value which cannot be expressed in terms o 
money. There were boat houses on the a and 
on the inland lakes, and quite a small bet of 
excellent boats. 

During the last few months Derreen has 
been subject to intermittent molestation and 
much wanton injury. The plantations had been 
plundered wholesale, the timber being eut and 
carted away in broad daylight for sale or 
use, the fences thrown down, and cattle urned 
in to graze. A recent visitor reported that the 
woods reminded him unpleasantly of a shell. 
swept area in Belgium. The boat-houses had 
been broken into, and many of the boats re- 
moved. On various occasions the house had 
been “raided,” and clothes, bedding, harness, 
etc.. carried away. ' : 
The climax was reached on the 2nd inst., 
when at 1 a.m. the house was broken into by 
a gang of masked men, who first locked the 
gardener and his family into their cottage, 
which immediately adjoins the main building. 
‘he house was then utterly wrecked, doors and 
windows torn down, floors torn up, and the 
staircase destroyed. Only the mere shell cf the 
house now remain. ‘The whole of the furniture 
has been destroyed or stolen. On the Sunday 
the cellar waa broken into, and a horrible orgy 
followed. The crowd was described as half 
drunk, fighting, with revolver shots going off. 

A so-called Republican commander from 
Castletown came over to see what was happen- 
ing, and could do nothing. He promised to 
bring relief, but did not do so. 

The gardener and his wife have lost every- 
thing they possessed, including a number of 


much-cherished wedding presents. All this has 
been dane in cold blood and without any pre- 
tence that it forms part of a military operstion. 
I do not even know whether the criminals 
called themselves Free Staters or 
publicans. There was no enemy for

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SERIOUS SHORTAGE OF FOOD. 
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(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) | 

In no part of Ireland, perhaps, does a 
traveller experience a more acute sense of 
isolation than in Tralee. Only an eight 
or nine hours journey by boat can bring 
one to the nearest accessible point of the 
outer world—Limerick. There has been 
no train service for many weeks, and tó 
venture into Kerry County with a motor 
car is a risk which even the most intrepid 
motorist does not care to take, since, apart 
from the chance of the car’s being seized, 
there is the danger of “having your head 
blown off, as one is warned locally. Even 
communication between different parts of 
the county is a matter of considerable 
difficulty. 

“Nice spot to be stranded in,” I heard 
a “commercial’’ say to a colleague on 
the fir.t evening of my arrival. After a 
very brief stay one is very ready to endorse 
his remark. Mention of the “ commercial ”’ 
is @ reminder that, despite all the hard- 
ships which the prevailing conditions 
im} se upon him in the discharge of his 
business, he is, perhaps, of all men, least 
perturbed. In Kerry he is true to type. 
Given the familiar jaunting car, he is 
quite prepared, with stout heart and 
steady optimism, to face the wildest ad- 
venture that the county has to offer. One 
may. always find a commercial, even in 


JAUNTING CARS. 


The jaunting car is not to be despised in these 
parts, for it offers virtually the only means of 
getting about with any degree of safety. it 
may be that it is more innocent locking than 
a motor oar in the eyes of armed men. As | 
surveyed one of them outside my hotel, wonder. 
ing whether I might venture through what is 
known as “dangerous ground,” on this harm 
less vehicle it seemed as if it would assure me, 
if it could. in a blarneying Kerry accent, 
' Arrah, sure, u couldn't be safer than ‘id 
me. Anyhow I went and returned in safety, 
and I am convinced that I could not have been 
so cecure in any other conveyance Except 
the boat, the sidecar is the only means by 
which one can get out of Kerry. With it, road! 
obstructions are more easily negotiuted, end the 
fact has also to be considered that to take a| 
motor car into the cotinty is simply inviting 
trouble. 

The difficulty of getting out of Tralee is 
equalled only by the difficulty of getting into 
it. Leaving the Broadstore Station by the 7.10 
a.m. train on the 15th inst., | reached Limerick 
(via Athenry) shortly before 2 o'clock in the 
Afternoon. Here, with other passengers, I, 
learned that my troubles were about to start 
All the roads were declared to be impassable. 
Eventually came the information that a cargo 
boat would leave for some point within easy 
reach of our destination some time about mid- 
night. As to when there would be another boat 
no one could say— there might be one inside a 
week, and then again there mighn’t,” I was 
told. 

Amid a miscellaneous collection of tugs, 
trawlers and dredgers, we found our cargo boat, 
its dim outlines barely visible in the gloom of 
its cheerless surroundings. We were directed 
to the gangway—in this case two rather un- 
necessarily greasy planks. A very brief inspec. 
hon convinced me and the other weary 
travellers that the boat was designed 
more for the comfort of the cargo than 
for the comfort of passengers. One heard not 
a few romarks regarding the discomforts which 
certain modes of travelling entailed. To one of 
these remarks a fellow-passenger offered the 
rebuke that we should be more than thankful 
for having secured any means of reaching our 
destination. “ Aye, we have to be content with 
a lot of things these times,” supplemented a 
robust cattle-dealer, who sat on an upturned 
bucket, smoking contentedly. I saw him later, 
when the boat was rolling slightly, and the 
look of contentment had faded into one of

DEPRESSING VOYAGE, 


An hour and a half after midnight the boat 
moved out from the quay and up river. As 
there was no accommodation for those who de- 
sired to sleep—and all of us did—there was 
nothing elee to do than to pace up and down 
deck. It was a cheerless and depressing voyage, 
and the penetrating cold made any attempt to 
snatch an hours sleep fruitless. The hours 
passed slowly by in this way. 

At daybreak we entered the Atlautie, and for 
a number of passengers this meant more trouble. 
A few hours later the coast of Kerry, with its 
majestic mountains, stretched before us. It was 
after nine o'clock when we moored at Fenit, 
where only a couple of months before national! 
troops had landed to advance on Tralee. 

Alongside the pier, now well fortified with 
sandbags, lay the ss. Lady Wicklow, with a 
guard on board. It was said that on board 
also were many priseners. 

The first stage of our journey was now com- 
plete. Fenit, we found to our disgust, could 
not provide breakfast for tired and hungry 
passengers from a cargo boat. Many of us had 
not tasted food since eight or nine o'clock on 
the previous night, and now we learnt that 
there would be nothing to eat until we reached 
our destination. A commiserative ' native” 
offered us the next best thing "—the inevitable 
jaunting car.

Feeling. crusty with Fenit people in general, 
we decided that we would board a steam tug 
that was due to leave for Tralee with a cargo 
of provisions (uncooked) in two hours.

it was an oath of fidelity to the Republic as 
already existing: and the Deputics swore that 
they teok the oath ‘without mental reserva- 
tion or purpose of evasion.’ Now a promise 
of fidelity, even confirmed by oath, to a non- 
an invalid pro- 
misc. afraid of being 
charged and punished for the violation of the 
oath. And the oath was not an oath at all, 
but an irreverent use of the Divine Name. 

“ The Republican oath is not now confined to 
soldiers of the Republican Army. The Fianna 
boys, even school-going ‘boys, have taken the 
oath.

We are deeply grateful for 
our Holy Father's paternal interest in our 
country. Most fervent prayers are being offered 
for the grace of national peace in “Ireland. 
May the month of the Rosary, through the 
merits of Jesus Christ, and through the inter- 
cession of the Blessed Virgin May and St.

For example, 
if the 2 price ok x commodity is 24 
pence in Belfast pence in Ballycastle. 
the weighted or—for purposes of index- 
figure—true price of the commodity is the 
opulation of Belfast (say, 400,090) multiphed 
a 24, added to the population of Ballycastle 
(say, 1,500) multiplied by 12, and the sum 
divided by 401,500, or 25.95 pence. The British 
Board Trade and the Committee of the 
Provisional Government have simply 
“averaged the absolute prices, and their pro- 
cedure, in the case stated, would take the price 
of “‘x ” commodity as 18 pence. 

Secondly, there is the factor of classes, 
standard. practice, avowedly, has collected 
data among the industrial classes only, but 
has applied the resultant index figures Bs to 
the clerical, technical and a. — classes.

—0On reading the prices of food quoted by 
the joint executive of the postal workers, I was 
gre atly struck by the waste and extravagance 
which are implied. The amount used per day 
must be for a very large house hold, but, since 
the number of persons ‘catered for is not men- 
tioned, it is hard to judge. In order to gain a 
clear idea of the cost of living the amount used 
ver head per week should be stated. In my 
ouschold a jib. of butter, supplemented 
Hib. of margarine per head per week, is an 
ample allowance. I get very good butter for 
ls. lid. a Ib. and margarine at 6d. This excel- 
lent material is quite ignored by ihe «strikers, 
though it is used in every economically run 
household at the present day. ; 

The amount of tea per head per week i less 
than half a pound. the price of tea ih Dublin 
varies from 2s. to 3s. per Ib. We use from 
lib, to ldlbs, of sugar also per head per week, 
It is not possible to average other necessary 
food-stufis without knowing the age and sex of 
the members of the household. During the war, 
in a manufacturing town in England, the rations 
per head per week were 2oz, of tea, 402. 
margarine or 2oz. of butter, Ib. of sugar, IIb. 
of bread for workers and Gos. íor others.—

SIR CHARLES SANILEX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE iRISH TIMES, 
Sin, —In your interesting appreciation of the 
late Sir Charles Santiey you refer 95 the famous 
bass as having sung the part of Vanderdecken 
in the original production of ‘Tle Flying 
Dutchman“ As Wagner's opera was first 
313 at Dresden in 1843, it would obviously 

impossible for Saniley to have sung the 
music. The original Vanderdecken was Herr 
Wachter, a flat-faced, beady-eved, and exces. 
sively corpulent singer, who nearly ruined the 
dramatic effect of Schroder Devrient's peculiarly 
sensitive performance of Senta. Santley, how- 
ever, sang the music of Vanderdecken at Drury 
Lane, when the Italian version was given for 
the first. time in England under the title of 
“ L'Olandese Daunata. 1 believe that this was 
Santiey’s last appextance in Italian opera; for 
immediately afterwar ds he joined the Carl Rosa 
Opera Company, who produced Wagner's opera 
in English at the Lyceum in October, 1876. 
Great as Santley undoubtedly was in Italian 
opera, he was succeeded, in 1877, by ane greater 
so far as Wagnerian opera was concerned. 
This was William Ludwig, whose sombre voice, 
commanding presence, and remarkable tempera- 
ment rendered him one of the finest exponents 
of Wagner's tragic hero. Santley's voice was 
lichter in texture, but the compass was excep- 
lonn l. I have a copy of a song called, “ 1 wish 
fo tune my ouivering lyre,” written by Sir 
Arthur Sullivan for Santley, which has a range 
of over two octaves.

MEXICAN OIL INDUSTRY'S 
FUTURE. 

An. interesting pendant to our (Jnveator’s 
Chronicle) leading atticle of last week on 
Mexico's future oilfields is furnished by an 
article in the current issue of The Lamp, which 
1s the official organ of the Standard Oil of New 
Jersey. The journal points out that the first 
era of the Mexican oil industry is drawing to a 
close, and, with the impending exhaustion of 
the present producing areas, the future of the 
industry in that country will depend on the 
attitude of the- Mexican Government. From 
information from other sources it appears that 
considerable delay occurs in the granting of 
Government permits to. drill upon the new 
fields. The article expresses the Opinion that 
only a part of the huge investment of 
million dollars made by the operating com- 
panies will be returned to them. This invest- 
ment has resulted in the production of 700 
million barrels of oil over the past 20 years, 500 
millions having been produced in the last five 
years. The Mexican Govérnment has received 
about $75,000,000 in taxes, of which &68,500,000 
were paid in the last five years and $31,000,000 
in 1921. The report which has been current to 
the effect that the Standard Oil is clearing out 
of Mexico appears to be have been based upon a 
misconception. What is happening is that the 
company is moving storage tanks, pipeline, and 
— mping equipment from the South fields to the 

anuco fields, where it has a present production 
of about 19,000 barrels of eavy crude, and 
where it will drill 14 wells. As pointed out 
last week, prospects favour this particular field 
subsisting for a considerable time. The draw- 
back with the Panuco field under present con- 
ditions is the heavy nature of the oil, consider- 
ing the call for more and more petrol and the 
Flut of fuel off. It may be hoped that further 
improvements in refining processes will enable 
more and more per cent. of the crude oil to be 
turn d into petrol. The outlook in that connec- 
tion. is certainly promising. Another company 
which is turning to the Panuco field to * up 
production is the Corona, of the Dutch-Shell 
group. Its light oil output is now down to 
10,000 barrels daily, but its Panuco output is 
well maintained, and in the week to 19th August 
was barrels daily, the total for the field 
in that week being 120,000 barrels daily. That 
this will not go far to offset any continued de- 
cline from the Southern fields, which is certainly 
in progress at present, is shown by the fact that 
in the week to 19th August daily average pro- 
duction from the latter was 277,000 barrels. In 
„that week the Mexican 
second largest producer with a daily average 
production of 47,000 barrels. 


ROBINSON DEEP VIEWS. 


The future of Robinson Deep—the recovery 
in market value of whose shares bas been 
the chief feature of the Kaffir market move- 
ment—continues a favourite subject of discus- 
sion in market circles (says Truth), A recent 
Johannesburg ‘cablegram foreshadowed con- 
* capital expenditure in order to com- 

ete the vertical shaft and to provide for 
we renewals of plant. This rather frightened 
the market, and publicity was promptly given 
to the views of a 8 correspondent 
of a London Stock Exchange firm. These are 
that the capital expenditure in all will be 
£100,000, that notwithstanding this the whole 
of the dividend arrears on the 4 1s. 
shares will be paid off in two years, and that 
afterwards: assuming profits of 2400, per 
annum, there will be £300,000 per annum to 
be divided among the holders of the B £1 
shares. At the last annual meeting, about 
four months ago, the Chairman announced that 
the capital expenditure authorised for the 
current year was £115,000, and he said the ques- 
tion of dividends must depend upon what 
arrangement the directors could make for an 
extension of the time over which the loan of 
£300,000 (obtained from the Gold Fields and 
Central Mining, ard due to be repaid at the 
end of this year) might be repaid. At present 
it looks as though about one-half the debt 
may be cleared off at the due date. Possibly 
debentures, redeemable over a short period of 
years, may be issued for the remaining portion 
of the debt. Such an arrangement would free 
part of the earnings and so enable a commence- 
ment to be made next year with the clearing- 
off. of the arrears of dividend on the “ 
shares. 


NEW ZEALAND DAIRY PRODUCE. 


News has just reached this country (writes 
a London Correspondent) that a conference of 
New Zealand butter and cheese producers have 
pissed a resolution calling upon their Govern- 
ment to extend the Meat Export Control Act 
so as to include dairy produce. Several months 
ago an attempt was made to create a com- 
pulsory dairy ptoduce pool, having for its 
avowed object the regulation of all shipments 
from New Zealand to Great Britain and the 
control of prices on this market in the interests 
of producers. Although the Government of 
New Zealand looked upon that proposal sym- 
pathetically, the various. butter and cheese ex- 
porters throughout New Zealand could not agree 
amongst themselves as to the ‘desirability of 
mass control, and the echeme eventually fell 
through. The promoters, however, undaunted 
by their first reverse, have in the meantime 
been working assiduously for some kind of 
contro] over the marketing of New. Zealand 
dairy produce. Recently a deputation inter- 
viewed the Rese sy Minister on the subject, and 
were promised legislation, provided something 
approaching unanimity could be attained 
amongst producers. Apparently the dissentient 
elements have now been. appeased, and the 
resolution mentioned above foreshadows the 
other socialistic measure designed 
with the freedom et individual 
Regu bhyers of New Zealand
